SEVERAL HUNDREDS KILLED. 


Constantinople, April 17.—No con- 


firmation has yet been received here 
of the reported killing of two Amer- 
ican missionaries at Adana. The latest 
intelligence sets forth that 
several 


hundred' Armenians and Moslems wero 
killed at Adana in the rioting and that 
the Armenian quarter ot the town was 
finally overwhelmed and destroyed by 
fire. 
' 


Tho British vice consul at Merslna, 


Major Daughty-Wylie, was wounded 
In tlic arm while endeavoring to quell 
hostilities at Adana, 


It appears that the Armenians made 


a good fight and defended their quar- 
ter of the town well against the fa- 
natical Mohammedans, but in spite of 
their brave resistance they were driven 
back and their homes sacked. 


Three hundred Mohammedans armed 


with rifles left Adaria by train for Tar- 
sus, about twenty miles away. Since 
the departure of these men communi- 
cation with Tarsus has been interrupt- 
ed. Grave apprehensions are felt re- 
garding the situation tnere.' The in- 
formation In the foregoing dispatch 
was received in consular advices that 
have come in hero this morning.

retary of Agriculture Wilson today.

those who keep prices up at present 
rates expect to get their money out ot 
the common people—the consumers." 


Secretary Wilson's statement was 


made in reply to criticisms of J. A. 
Patten, of Chicago, of the crop re* 
ports of the department of agriculture, 
He not only discredited the depart* 
ment's estimate of the wheat crop, but 
said the supply of wheat was scarcer 
than the government estimates showi 


Department's Reports Reliable. 


"The reporters of the department o! 


agriculture are farmers living on 
farms and know, if anybody knows, 
and have knowledge if anybody has 
knowledge, of the facts," declared tha 
secretary.

"Wo cannot whistle'these men dowri

A. Baker were made upon 
the floor o£ the house of representa- 
tives by Representative Ananias Bak- 
er on the morning ot Feb. 22, 1905. 
The Parks anti-cigarette bill was up 
for passage. 
Representative 
Baker 


rose to explain his vote. 
He was ex- 


cessively nurvous, and spoke with dif- 
ficulty, making a short preliminary 
statement to the effect that he had 
heard the members of the legislature 
spoken of as being dishonest, and that 
he wanted to prove the contrary. 


"The. 
tobacco trust," said the repre- 


sentative, "has been spending money. 
A number of members have received 
envelopes. Here is mine. I'll open it 
and see what there is in it, it may be 
there is ?10,000." 


At this he broke open the envelope 


and drew five 520 bills from it. 
He 


counted them and lield them aloft. 


"Gentlemen, I was wrong. It is $9,- 


900 short." 


There was the greatest hub-bub in 


the chamber at once, the roll call was 
interrupted for several minutes. When 
it was once more resumed the mem- 
bers, one after another in casting their 
votes, made speeches in explanation of 
their votes, and many insisted that 
Baker should name the giver of the 
bribe.

Llhertyis so fresh an experi- 
ence In Turkey that tho people may 
well be pardoned for the confusion 
Into whlch.it has led them. The world 
has newer beheld such mad excesses 
as the French committed in the first 
years of their release from the thrall - 
dom of Kingship. 
Turkey doubtless 


will have to go through a chastening 
process of many painful and bitter ex- 
periences before she learns the way to 
a rational indulgence of liberty. Until 
the Turks have developed the dormant 
instinct which manifests itself in the 
three cheers mania, the torchlight pa 
rade habit and the natural propensity 
to stay out all night and whoop It up 
for the ward favorite, the best doubt- 
less, they can do will be to take them- 
selves very seriously and repeat the 
revolution backwards or forwards, as 
the case may be or the need may seem. 
They will come through the jungle di- 
rectly and then will know how to make 
freedom march 
to better 
purpose. 


When the ages of depotlsm that have 
borne upon Turkey are ' remembered 
and the fanatical character of her re- 
ligion is allowed for, it must be ad- 
mitted that she is not doing so badly. 
Events in Constantinople during the 
week, so far as reported details go to 
show, evidently mean a needed stiffen- 
ing of government to counteract the 
arrogance of the radicals.

early boyhood began his railroad ca- 
reer, having worked on the first rail- 
road ever constructed in Ohio—a line 
from Mansfield to Sandusky, now a 
part of the Baltimore and Ohio system. 
In 1857, at the age o£ 17, Mr. Clark 
took employment with the Pennsylva- 
nia company as a freight brakeman 
on the eastern division, and on Janu- 
ary 15, 1861 was transferred to 
the 


western division In the same capacity. 


Early in the same year came the 


civil war and Mr. Clark left his engine 
to enlist as a soldier, serving with dis- 
tinction and valor to the close of the 
conflict, rising to the full rank of cap- 
tain and winning the brevet rank of 
major for gallant conduct. With the 
close of the war Mr. Clark resumed 
his railroad work and later became 
conductor, first on freight and later 
on the passenger runs. On November 
1, 1S72, Mr. Clark was appointed train- 
master for the Pennsylvania in t 
city, a position which he occupied for 
twenty-six years. In 1898, when the 
position of stationmaster was created 
in Fort Wayne, Mr. Clark was the first 
man appointed to fill it. and this place 
he retained down to the time of his 
death, completing a service of half a 
century with the company. 


Mr. Clark was a Scottish Rite Ma 


son and was active in the work of the 
Masonic fraternity. He is survived b> 
the wife. Mrs. Susan Clark, and by two 
daughters—Mrs. Nellie Glass and Miss 
Maud Clark, of this city.

What It Costs to Clean Up 


_Port Wayne has immediately ahead of her a street 'duty even more urgent than 


additional and repaired pavements. 


We do not refer to a sufficient lighting of the streets to prevent 'danger to life 


and limb from the holes and other defects in street pavements. 


We do not refer to more police to rescue the victims of darkness and 'defective 


pavements. 


We refer to the providing of funds adequate to the needs of street cleaning 


department. 


Here is something the City government can and should do, and 'delay may be 


dangerous and should arouse the Board of Health to persistent public protest. 


The mayor, in his 1907 report, says: 


/'The work of scraping, sweeping and washing forty-three miles of pave- 


ment hi order to keep the same in condition to satisfy public demands is a dif- 
ficult matter when the amount of money available for this purpose is taken in- 
to account. Fifteen thousand five hundred dollars was appropriated for this 
purpose this year. * * * . This is less than one dollar per day for each mile 
of paved street. * * * In New York and other large cities it costs from 
$5,000 to $7,000 per mile each year to keep the streets clean in the congested- 
districts." 


The mayor further adds: "Unfortunately the impaired condition of the pave- 


ment on Calhoun and portions of Columbia, Harrison and other streets in the busi- 
ness quarters renders the work of cleaning difficult and costly." 


There you have it—delays in repairing bad pavements contributing not only 


to greater rapidity in pavement 'deterioration, but adding to the expense of clean- 
ing the pavements as a whole. 


The worst of it is that whatever the mayor said in his report about unfortu- 


nate street conditions two .years ago one finds quotable as the sad truth about 
street conditions today. No progress there! 


Now one dollar per mile per day spent in Fort Wayne is evidently utterly in- 


sufficient to keep our paved streets even decent from a board-of-health standpoint 


If it requires nearly $20 in New York for the same day's care of a mile of bet- 


ter paved streets, the one dollar in Fort Wayne should evidently be increased bv 
several more dollars paid out. 


HABRISBTTRG spent $48,000 in 1908 in street cleaning, and it was nearlv 


seven miles less paved streets than has Fort Wayne. That means between three 
and tour times as much proportionately spent on street cleaning. 


SOUTH BEND, with only three or four miles more paved streets than Fort 


Wayne, reports an outlay of $25.000 for street cleaning last year. When allowance 
is made for differences in present condition of the paveinentsof the two cities South 
Bend is seen to be getting much better street cleaning though yet far from the 
standards of the larger cities. 


YONKERS last year spent $52,674 on cleaning its streets, which have a total 


mileage of 118 miles against our 207. 


How much loss than four 'dollars per day per mile will be required under pres- 


ent paving conditions to properly clean Port Wayne's paved streets is a question 


Itis no question, however, that Fort Wayne has 162 miles of uupaved streets 


and 16 / miles of alleys that deserve SOME attention from the cleaners and thou- 
sands from city funds.

"Just about twice as much reliability can, 


be placed upon circumstantial evidence as 
upon direct evidence supplied by the average 
witness. I'll take my chances with, circum- 
stantial evidence if some beneficent power 
will take cars' of the lying witness. It is my 
belief that the only innocent men, if any, 
convicted nowadays owe it to deliberately false 
testimony. 


"Circumstantial evidence is the only 


weapon left to an innocent defendant with 
which to combat an Incriminating lie. It is 
the object of the defence in such a case to 
place the lie in relation with the true circum- 
stances and thus reveal its falsity. 


"The great rule lor all jurors to bear con- 


stantly in mind is this:—Circumstantial evi- 
dence consists of a chain of circumstances, 
each one consistent with the other and lead- 
Ing, on the whole, to a conclusion which ex- 
sludes every other reasonable hypothesis or 
supposition than that of the guilt of Jhe de- 
fendant."

Tracing the Clews.

One of the keys fitted the 
strong box in the farmer's room. Another was tiic 
key to the side door. Armstrong had aroused the vil- 
lage with pounding upon an entrance the key of 
which was in his pocket at the time. 


With these facts for their case firmly established 


the prosecuting authorities were fully satisfied. They 
took the position that Armstrong had entered the 
house by the side door, committed the murder, con- 
cealed his loot, hung the sheet from the window ns 
a blind and returned to the outside to make it ap- 
pear that he had just returned. In this, they held, 
fiL 


led elsewhere. If such were the case it would be his 
duty to pursue it as loyally and pcrseveringly as he 
had Hie other. 


He took the hat, wrapped himself in his great coat, 


hired a horse and light'road cart and set out, resolved 
upon a final effort cither to smash the flawed link or 
to weld it firmly. 


A dreary, bleak, discomforting ride was that made 


by Constable Johnson iu the cause of justice through 
a windy January night. Nor had he a due regard to 
tho value of sleep through a countryside, for at 
every inn along his road ho stopped and raised a 
clamor until mine host, blinking and protesting, un- 
barred the door to the person of the law. And when 
the sleepy man had looked upon a queer, stiff, shiny 
hat and had sworn by all iie knew that he had never 
seen its like upon any one the disturber passed on to 
the next.

Testing the Link.

Johnson explained who he wns and what his er- 


rand, and the woman brought the portmanteau, as- 
suring him that it had remained unopened since the 
departure of the owner. The constable examined the 
contents. Under some garments at the bottom laj 
a gold watch, with chain and seals bearing the initial 
"W." 
He recognized these articles as the property of 


Wilson, mentioned by several witnesses. They had 
been missed, but it was supposed that Armstrong had 
hidden them successfully. 


The execution was set for eight o'clock. Half an 


hour before the time a trembling, lathered horse, with 
a set of cart harness flapping loosely about him, clat- 
tered up to the Wallingfen Inn, at which the prosecut- 
ing officials were stopping. From the back of the 
weary animal leaped Henry Johnson. His story was 
soon told, and with the consent of the authorities he 
sought out the judge who had presided at the trial 
and was, by fortunate coincidence, in the same house. 
Wilh some reluctance and only after earnest pleading 
on the part of the constable, an order upon the Sheriff! 
postponing the execution was signed. Johnson de- 
livered it at the jail himself, pushing through the 
crowd of spectators who had gathered for the event 
and arriving just as the prisoners were about to be 
led out. 


Due of the first discoveries of the renewed inquiry

Johnson 
threw himself untiringly upon her track and followed 
doggedly for weeks. He finally found her dying in a 
London hospital from the effects of an accident in 
which she had been run over by a carriage.

By 
information which she furnished the constable found 
Pearce the same day. The man was under sentence of 
death for burglary and murder committed in London. 


Five months later, after laborious winding and un- 


winding of much red tape, a full pardon was granted 
to Hie Armstrongs, although the farmer pleaded guilty 
to robbery. Miss Wilson refused to press the charge 
and it was felt that the couple had suffered enough. 
The truth of the matter was as follows:— 


Armstrong and bis wife were sent by Wilson to 


collect some rents for him at Hull. Returning, they 
entered by the side door and the farmer went up to 
Wilson's room to hand over the hundred and fifty 
pounds he had collected. He found Wilson murdered. 
When the two had recovered somewhat from their 
fright they determined to profit by the death of their 
boarder. They found the key to the inner drawer of 
the writing desk aud took therefrom the mortgog* 
deed, the hiding place of which they bad discovered 
Then they concealed the rent money in their strong- 
box and the deed under a rug, went out, locked the 
door and raised the alarm. 


The murder hud been committed by Tcarce, the 


lover of Mary Strugncii, with her assistance. She had 
met the man in Hull and her relations with him were 
not known in the community. He came down on re- 
ceiving word from her that the Armstrongs were 
away, stopped at the unfrequented inn fifteen miles 
from the village nnd arrived at Crook House about 
ten o'clock that night. He was admitted by Mary 
Stnigneil. armed himself with a knife from the 
kitchen, stole to .Wilson's door, waited until he was 
sure the boardec was asleep and then killed bim. 


The conspirators were disturbed in their plans for 


escape together by the unexpected return of the Arm- 
strongs. Pcarce bad-only time to slip the watch and 
seals into his pocket, fasten the sheet to the shutter 
and drop to the ground, while Mary Strugnell bid 
herself under the jbed in her room. Certain that he 
was being pursued. Pearce found the portmanteau 
an encumbrance and left it behind him at the Inn. As 
he climbed over the sill In Wilson's room he had lost 
his has. which Iind roiled back beyond his reach.
